Truly a study, 
intelligently, of the wonderful construction of the 
human body, even in its surface expressions, can 
hardly fail to convince of the Divinity of its author- 
ship.

FOREIGN MISSION REPORT. 


If the life of Jesus may be said to have covered 
Palestine alone, surely the death of Jesus was made 
to cover the world, for in death he was God’s gift to 
men, and the Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world. No nation of people on earth 
who have learned of Jesus, fail to see in him their 
Savior. That he came to the Jews, in no way lessens 
faith in him as a universal Savior. 

Calvary is not only the natural center of the de- 
nominations, the one hill around which they can 
circle in brotherly love, but it also seems to the 
nations as the one natural center of the world. 

Toward no other center do the eyes of the races 
turn instinctively; not even Rome to the Catholic, 
nor Jerusalem to the Jew, is so natural a center to 
the Catholic or Jewish Christian, as Calvary. And 
this same one center is as naturally and easily 
adopted by the convert of any and all heathen 
nations, as with the American, English or German 
Christian. 

Looking at the cross, we read the inscription 
thereon, in the three chief tongues of the world—the 
Greek, Latin and Hebrew; as though God would 
thereby teach the world that it was the natural cen- 
ter of their faith and that he who hung on the cross 
was the only one medium of their redemption, and 
even in the form of his death, with arms extended, 
the Christ appears as though he would embrace the 
world in the largeness of his fellowship. But if the 
intended universality of the Gospel Church may 
seem to us as not symbolized in any or all of these 
things, we may find further support for such faith, 
in the two converts made by Jesus while in the 
agonies of the crucifixion. The Jewish thief rep 
resented the race to which Jesus belonged in blood 
and tongue, and the Roman Centurion the wider 
nationalities of earthh The Jew and Gentile were 
among the cross trophies, as also the ignoble and 
the noble in station, as well as the debased and the 
honorable in character. But, if all these symbol- 
izations fail to impress man with the universal nature 
of our religion, the fact must be manifest in the 
lessons of Olivet. There, Jesus commissions the 
eleven to bear the gospel, not only to all the world, 
but to every creature within it. 

If, on the cross he tasted death for every man, 
and bore the sins of many, surely, also, his bene- 
diction in the ascension was for all members of that 
one, wide race to which the apostles were commis- 
sioned. 

The universal Church of to-day, perhaps without 
a single exception, takes this commission as to itself, 
and everywhere, through its appointed missionaries, 
it is seeking to carry the gospel of redemption to a 
lost and ruined race. 

A grander spectacle has no part nor place in 
human history, to-day, than that army of 6,000 
missionaries, winged with faith, bearing the ark of 
salvation, the banner of the cross, and the Wordo

life before it into the centers of universal darkness, 
misery and death. And we may well thank God, 
that at last, we as a people, have entered into this 
work, and are sharing somewhat in the burdens 
and blessings thereof. 

Four years ago, we had a mite of $1,281.69 in 
our treasury, but no man in the field to work, nor 
had we positively any man in view therefor. We 
adopted Japan as our field and looked to God for 
the man to carry our banner forth, The women, 
too, with their sanctified and sympathetic natures, 
bowed to the cross, and organized for the work at 
that time; and later, they will disclose to us the 
results, in part, of their endeavors. 

Immediately following the New Bedford Conven- 
tion, our brother, the Rev. Z. A. Poste, whom we 
had had in view as our banner bearer, declined to enter 
upon the work, much to the regret of many, but 
almost at once, Rev. D. F. Jones and wife, of 
North Carolina, offered themselves for the mission, 
having long felt that God was calling them to the 


work. 
About New Year, 1887, after a final farewell meet- 


ing in Irvington, New Jersey, they set sail for Japan 
by way of England, reaching their field of labor 
about May 1st of that year. The work was imme- 
diately commenced at Ishinomaki, a town of about 
17,000 population, and located northward from 
Tokyo about 240 miles. This center of work also 
embraced eight surrounding towns, ranging in 
population from 1250 to 5000. Here, we have 
erected our only meeting house in Japan, and con- 
structed a residence for the pastor. Up to July rst, 
this year, 500 meetings had been held in Ishino- 
maki, and in the general work of that center, 
several hundred more. A total of 57 members have 
been received there. 

In 1888 the Ichinosaki church was organized in a 
rented house, where they still worship. It is the 
center of seven out-statiogs, villages ranging from 
600 to 3,100 souls. A total of 32 members have 


been received there. ’ 
The second church is northwest of the first 


church 45 miles. Tokyo Church was organized in 
1889, and has a goodly number of out-stations, there 
being in all the work 33 regular stations for preaching. 
The number of members received at Tokyo has been 
39 in all, and the total present membership of the 
three churches is 92. In all, 128 persons to July 1st 
had been received to membership; 93 by profession 
and 35 by letter. The baptisms had been about 100 
in number. We own very poor buildings in Tokyo, 
but not the ground on which they stand. Buildings 
for worship and school are very greatly needed, and 
$5,000 would afford us suitable accommodations in 
the present centers of our work. It would be a very 
great blessing to our cause if God should direct 
some one of means to furnish this sum for immediate 
use. Great numbers would be attracted to our work 
if our material appearance could only be in keeping 
with the grand things we proclaim and with the sur- 
roundings of other denominations» If our people 
in this city worshiped in a hundred-dollar house, 
they would hardly reach the best elements of the 
people. 

Wakaya, a town of 8,000 souls, 14 miles west of 
Ishinomaki, is a center uf work to 9 out stations. 
Several desire organization there, and yery soon 
this will doubtless become our fourth church. The 
work done by our brethren and sisters is not easily 
expressed, although they present to us elaborate 
reports which are open to examination. Rev. D. F. 
Jones, to July 1st, had preached 300 sermons, and 
had also taught, until the coming of Bro. Rhodes, 
from one to three hours daily. The native preachers 
‘for the same time preached 1,569 sermons, received 
from parties interested in religion, 2,264 calls, and 
made 3,261 family calls in the line of their work. 
The work of the women by calls, meetings, classes 
for industrial instruction and Sabbath-schools, is at- 
tended with much difficulty but many blessings, and 
they think they have directly brought 12 ladies to

Some 20 different students have been taught, 
Bro. Jones, reporting to Nov. 29, 1889, a total of 
849 classes by himself and his native helpers. At 
that time the work passed to Bro. Rhodes. The 
present students in theology are four in number, but 
this number, it is expected, will largely increase. 
Bro. Rhodes began work on Aug. 31, 7889, and re- 
ports for the year ending Aug. 31, 1890, 86 sermons, 
5 baptisms, 28 places visited in the interest of the 
work, and 409 hours given to his Japanese classes. 
There seems at present to be a force of 11 workers 
in Japan, 7 of whom are natives. ‘To meet current 
expenses in Japan for the year to come, will require 
not less than $3,000, and $5,000 will really be 
needed on the work to give it proper character and 
secure the desired results. This sum ought to be 
raised without difficulty and with co operation, even 
on the simplest scale, the sum could be easily raised, 
for $5,000 means but an average of 5 cts. perf mem- 
ber for 100,000 members.

The condition of our treasury is not a happy one, 
and a statement of it ought to awaken us into an 
anxious enthusiasm Funds in Japan will carry the 
work to about December 1st. The coming general 
collection if it averages with former collections, will 
pay our debt and leave us with about $600 in hand. 
But this is too narrow a margin for such heroic work 
as we are now doing in Japan. By some means we 
must raise more money for our Foreign work. We 
must with all the advantages of our boasted liberty 
as a people begin to show a more generous hand for 


our own work. The worth of our work to ourselves 
is the standard by which the people will measure the 
worth of our work to the world. 

We ought to esteem our free Christian principles 
as highly as the Presbyterian does his creed or the 
Methodist his discipline. Dowe? The measure of 
our generosity toward our cause will somewhat clearly 
answer this question: How much per capita do Epis- 
copalians give to their Foreign work? Zvhirty-jive cents 
a year. How much do Methodists per capita annu- 
ally give to their foreign mission work? Forty cents. 
How much do Baptists give annually per capita to 
their foreign work?  /ifty cents. How much do 
Presbyterians annually per capita give to their foreign 
missions? One dollar and twenty-eight cents How 
much do the Congregationalists annually per capita 
give to their foreign missions? One dollar and forty- 
Jour cents. How much annually per capita do the 
Christians give to their foreign missions? Let us 
vail our faces for shame, brethren and sisters! Let 
us lift our eyes to heaven and penitently and tear- 
fully proclaim of ourselves, Unworthy and unprofit- 
able servants! We give, if we are 100,000 strong, 
two cents a year per capita to our foreign work! We 
tell the sad truth to the world only that we may 
impress it on the hearts of our own people. 

Let us arise in the majesty of our strength and in the 
generosity of a real Christian nature, and lift our cause 
in Japan into a grand and glorious success. Thank- 
ing God for the grand things he has already done by 
us and for us, let us go forward trusting in him who 
has promised to lead his Churgh into world-wi 
victories.

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“BETTER ORGANIZATION.” 
BY BB. KE 
CHURCH MANUAL, 

The following is presented for the consideration 
of all concerned, with a desire to promote system, 
order, efficiency : 

Preamble: Desiring to cultivate righteousness and 
trutb, that we may reap the fruits of peace, joy, 
prosperity, and salvation, and believing that or- 
ganized labor is the most effective, we, whose 
names are subscribed to the following, do solemnly 
yet joyfally covenant with one another to consti- 
tute a Christian Church, to be governed by the fol- 
lowing constitution, covenant, and by-laws or rules: 

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I.—NAME. 


This organization shall be named the 
tian Church in County, state of ° 


ABTICLE II,—OBJECT, 


The object of this church shall be mutual aid in 
the acquisition of scriptural knowledge and instruc- 
tion in righteousness, by the observance of the 
commandments and ordinances of the Gospel of 
Christ, and thereby to build one another up in 
Ohristian life, labor, and usefulness. 

ARTICLE IlI.—MEMBERSHIP. 


Section 1. Any person maintaining a Christian 
character—giving credible evidence of piety—may 
become a member of this church by assenting to 
this constitution, covenant, and rales, and by a 
majority vote of the members present when such 
person applies or is proposed for membership. 

Section 2. Persons desiring membership upon 
profession of their faith shall be examined in a 
regular meeting of the church by the pastor or dea- 
cons, or some person appointed for the purpose, by 
questions concerning his experience and Christian 
life. If approved and accepted they shall, on pub- 
lic confession and acceptance of this constitution 
and covenant, receive the right hand of fellowship 
on the next communion Sabbath. The church 
may, by vote, instruct the pastor or deacons to ex- 
amine candidates in private and report the sub- 
stance of the examination to the church for final 

action. 

Section 8. Members of other religious bodies, 
applying by letter for membership and accepting 
this constitution and covenant, may be received by 
vote of the church, which holds the right and 
privilege to acquaint itself with the experience 
and life of all applicants, by requiring a relation of 
their experience and life. 

Section 4. If any member, from a sense of self- 
deception, condemnation, and unworthiness, shall 
request a dissolution of his connection with this 
church, if there be no charge against him, making 
him a subject of discipline, after due labor first 
used, his request shall be granted by a vote simply 
declarative of the fact, which vote shall be publicly 
announced at the next communion season. 

Section 5. On application letters of dismission 
and recommendation shall be given by vote of the 
church to any applicant in good standing. 


ARTICLE V.—OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 


Section 1. The permanent cfiicers of this church 
shail be a pastor, two or more deacons, a clerk, 
treasurer, three trustees, ministerial and financial 
committee, and committee on spiritual interests, 

Section 2. These committees and the trustees 
shall be so elected that one of each shall be retired 
each year, leaving a vacancy to be filled at the an- 
nual meeting or, if required sooner, at a special 
meeting called for that purpose. 

ARTICLE VI.—ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The pastor may be elected annually, 
or for an indefinite time, with the understanding 
that either party desiring a change shall give the 
other party notice of the same, at least two months 
prior to the time of the contemplated dissolation. 

Section 2. The term of service for the deacons, 
unless they resign or are suspended, shall be op- 
tional with the church. 

Section 8. The clerk and treasurer shall be elect- 
ed annually by ballot, unless the church otherwise 
determines.

Section 5.. All elections shall be determined by 
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a@ majority vote of the members present and voting. 

Section 6. All officers, except the pastor, shall 
serve, unless they resign cr are suspended, until 
their successors are elected or appointed. 

Section 7. Vacancies at any time may be filled 
by the church. 

ARTICLE VII.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS AND 
COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. The pastor—a member of the church 
ex officio—shall control the pulpit and the exercises 
of public worship, preach the word, preside over 
all the meetings of the church, take the oversight 
of the members, administer the sacraments, and 
execute the discipline ordered by the church. (In- 
stallation services optional with the church.) 

Section 2. The deacons shall aid the pastor in 
the celebration of the sacraments, take charge of 
the communion service, provide for the table, have 
the oversight of the poor members for visitation 
and relief, and assist the pastor geuerally in the 
spiritual interests of the congregation. 

Section 3. The clerk shall keep a correct reeord 
of the doings of all the meetings of the church, 
and submit the same for correction at the successive 
meetings of the church. He shall register the 
names of all the members, the date of their recep- 
tion, baptism—by whom—death, removal, dismis- 
sion, change of name, etc. Heshall issue all letters 
voted by the church, keep on file all correspond- 
ence written, official reports, and all other impor- 
tant papers of the church, audit all church accounts, 
and report fally at each annual meeting. 

Section 4. The treasurer shall receive all moneys 
of the church and disburse the same according to 
the vote of the church, without which no money 
shall be paid out of the church treasury unless the 
treasurer assumes all responsibility. He shall 
make a written report of all receipts and disburse- 
ments at the annual meeting, and whenever re- 
quired by the church. 

Section 5. The trustees, a majority of whom 
shall be members of the church, shall see that the 
church is legally incorporated, shall care for all 
church property, see that )it is kept in good repair, 
and provide for all incidental expenses. They shall 
have no power to buy, sell, mortgage, incumber, 
or transfer any church property without a specific 
vote of the church, authorizing and instructing 
them so to do. They shall make a written report 
of all their doings at each annual meeting, and 
oftener if required by the church. 

fection 7. Ministerial committee. When ren- 
dered necessary by resignation, removal, or death 
of the pastor, or when a majority of the members 
shall desire a change of pastors, and when so in- 
structed by vote of the church, it shall be the duty 
of this committee, without unnecessary delay, to 
invite some minister in good standing with some 
conference, church, or ecclesiastical body, to visit 
and preach to the congregation. If, on acquaint- 
ance, all parties are mutually pleased, the commit- 
tee shall contract with the ec:epted minister, speci- 
fying services required and compensation guaran- 
teed, to labor with the church. Said contract shall 
be recorded in the church book, and the commit- 
tee shall see that it is faithfully fulfilled. This c>m- 
mittee shall inform the chureh of its contract with 
the pastor as soon as it is completed, and quarterly 
inform the chureh of the amount paid and due the 
pastor, as per contract. It shall also counsel with 
the pastor in fixing the hours of service, maintain- 
ing order during the same, take the collections, and 
count and pass the same to the treasurer. 

Section 8. The financial committee shall consist 


by its president and secretary, for all just church 
debts, and for the appropriation of all church funds, 
as instructed by vote of the church, It shall keep 
&@ correct account for the church—of all its debts 
and credits—and give an annual and quarterly de- 
tailed report of its financial condition. 

Section 9. The “committee on spiritual inter- 
ests’’ shall consist of the pastor, deacons, two lay 
brothers and two sisters, whose duty shall be to look 
after delinquent members, ascertain the cause of 
their delinquency, and to try to excite them to 
faithfalness; and on hearing an evil report concern- 
ing any member it shall investigate the same, and 
if it be true it shall seek the restoration of such in 
the spirit of meekness, and if after due effort it 
does not succeed it may, in behalf of the church, 
withdraw fellowship or refer the matter to the 
charch for decision. This committee shall also, 
through its chairman, present all requests for letters 
of or requests for membership, dismission, and 
commendation. It shall also decide what services, 
if any, besides those of a wholly religious nature, 
shall be held at any time in the church. It shall 
also revise the list of members, when the church 
shail so instruct, by vote. The secretary shall keep 
@ fall record of all its doings, and report the same 
as often as quarterly, that the church may know its 
spiritual condition and be prepared to labor under- 
standingly for its improvement and effectiveness. 

[Nors.—Delinquent members are such as have 
absented themselves from the public and social 
services of the church for three consecutive months, 
or are in arrears with their financial obligations 
to the church. ] 

Section 10. All committees, as soon as elected, 
shall organize by appointing one of their number 
chairman and one secretary, that their business 
may be orderly done, recorded, and reported.

Tuesday, October 7, 1890, was the day set for the 


+ |opening of the Quadrennial Convention of the 
Ohristian Church in America. 


On that day a 
goodly number of Yellow Springs people took up 
the journey towards Marion, Ind. The company 
was composed of Mothers Summerbell, Knight, and 
Ellis, Mrs. Tafts and Alkire, Miss Keifer, and the 
agent. When we got on the train we found Bros. 
Strait and Gross, of Springfield. President Long 
had gone the Saturday before. Bro. Black, Mrs. 
Black, and Mrs. President Long came the following 
day, making a delegation of eleven from Yellow 
Springs. We arrived at Marion about 3 P. M., and 
went direct to the Christian Temple. 

Soon after our arrival the Convention adjourned 
for supper.

idled away. Work was to be done that was to tell 
through all the years to come. 

Wednesday morning began the regular work of 
the Convention. President Long called the body to | su 
order. The roll of conferences was called, and the 
president announced the list of committees neces- 
sary to do the work of the Convention. In the 
77 | afternoon the president read an address to the body, 
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different departments of the work, nearly all of 
which were acted upon by the Convention during 
its sessions. On Wednesday the delegations from a 
distance made their arrival. A special train had 
run through from Boston, bearing the delegates 
from New England and the East. From Virginia 
and North Oarolina had come the delegation from 
the Christian Church in the South. Here were we 
permitted to look into the faces and hear the voices 
of brethren we had known by reputation for years. 
The day was full of happy greetings. North, 
South, East, and West were represented here, and 
never a family greeting was fuller of fervor than 
this 


As the delegates from the South were introduced 
to the great audience they each in turn, though 
tired and well-nigh exhausted by their long ride, 
arose and responded in happy sentences. Rev. J. 
P. Barrett, editor of the Christian Sun, was the last 
one introduced, and as he stepped forward he held 
in his hand a walking stick. Presenting this so all 
might see it, he, in an animated voice, closed his 
remarks by saying: ‘‘On the 4th day of August, 
1794, at a conference held at Lebanon Ohurch, 
Surry County, Va., the Rev. R’'ce Haggard arose 
and said, ‘I move that we adopt the name Christian 
to the exclusion of all party or sectarian names,’ 
and the motion was carried. Here the primitive 
name as applied to God’s people was restored: I 
hold in my hand, Mr. President, a walking cane 
which was made from a sill in the house in which 
that meeting was held. I present it to this body as 
the insignia of the presidential office.”’ 

Wednesday evening the report on Home Mis- 
sions was read by R>v. J. P. Watson, followed by 
an address by Dr. Barrett. 

Thursday morning, bright and early, the dele- 
gates were in their places, anxious that the work of 
the Convention be proceeded with. Perhaps no 
single session of the week was fraught with busi- 
ness of greater importance than that of Thursday 
morning. Probably no more dramatic scene was 
ever witnessed in any convention than the one 
which witnessed the reunion of the brethren North 
and South and the union of the Christians and 
Christian Union brethren. Mother Summerbell, 
the devoted wife of the lamented N. Summerbell, 
and mother of our faithful secretary, J. J. Summer- 
bell, was called to take her place upon the rostrum. 
She had been present at the Convention in 1854, 
when the Ohurch was sundered on account of 
slavery. She rejoiced to see the day when sectional 
strife in the church is ended. Her trembling voice 
and aged face, her whole soul, swayed with emotion. 
The fond, motherly kiss and embrace bestowed 
upon the president of the Convention, the repre- 
sentatives of North and South, with cheeks bathed 
in tears, hands clasping hands, heart touching heart 
—above it all the grand old hymn— 

“Blest be the tie that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love; 
The fellowship of kindred minds 
Is like to that above,” 
was a scene worthy the artist’s touch and fitted to 
make angels and redeemed ones rejoice. 

This scene was followed by an earnest and sweet- 
spirited address of ten minutes from Rev. H. J. 
Duckworth, president of the General Council of 
the Christian Union Church. From henceforth his 
labor will be in corjanction with the Christians.

SUNDAY SOHOOL DEPARTMENT. 
BY J. F, BURNETT. 

At the late session of the American Christian 
Convention held at Marion, Ind., I was chosen 
secretary of Sunday-schools, to succeed Rev. 0. A. 
Beck, of Philadelphia. In accepting the responsi- 
pilities of the office I do it with a consciousness of 
his superior ability whose able articles have been so 
suggestive and helpful to the readers of the HERALD, 
also with the fact before me that the present incum- 
pent can not in any sense supply the department 
with such ably written expositions of the lessons as 
have come from him who preceded me; but with 
the hope that under God I shall be able to do some- 
thing for the cause I represent, I shall enter at once 
upon my duties. I shall undertake to carry out the 
intention of the department as set forth in the con- 
stitution of the Convention and to put myself in 
touch with the schools of the Cnurch through the 
various conferences at the earliest possible date. 

The magnitude and importance of the schools held 
on the Lord’s day for the teaching of his truth are 
geen in the place they fill and the work they do. 
Their blessing to the world is demonstrated in the 
happy homes, cheerful hearts, and pure: lives of 
every civilized nation, and their benign influence 
is by no means confined to childhood life, but ex- 
tends to the veteran of four-score years as well. 
The progress of these schools has been most remark- 
able in the past, and under the stimulus of the 
very efficient system and helpful literature of the 
present their growth will continue without inter- 
ruption, and their usefulness will be demonstrated 
beyond adoubt. If ina century there has grown 
an army of nearly sixteen million Sanday-school 
workers from the small beginning of one man’s 
effort, may we not expect that with the increased 
momentum of a century’s experience, with the 
accumulation of workers and development of ap- 
pliances, that the next century will develop wmulti- 
plied millions of men and influences for the efficient 
movement of this great engine of moral power? 

The progress of the Ohurch, the spread of the Gos- 
pel, and the development of truth have been aided 
many fold since the introduction and establishment 
of Sunday-schools, and now in planting missions 
and in the revival of declining churches the work 
almost without exception begins with the Sabbath- 
school. When we look away from this, the land of 
the world’s glory, to other countries we see unmis- 
takable evidence of the great importance and utility 
of this department of church-work. When we 
look to South America, Europe, and that most be- 
nighted land of Africa, whose hill-tops are just now 
being touched by the rays of the approaching Gospel 
light and whose mountains are yet to be gilded with 
the glory of the Christian religion and her valleys 
filled with the flowers of Gospel truth, we observe 
that wherever Sunday-schools have been introduced 
they at once become important factors in Ohristian 
work, so that on both sides of the Atlantic that lit- 
tle gathering of ragged, ignorant, and vicious chil- 
dren organized into a school by Robert Raikes, 
with only two teachers, has in an almost incredibly 
short time grown into one of the most powerful edu- 
cational institutious of the world. Ocertainly God 
has given this increase and set his seal to the im- 
portance of the work. 

In evidence of the thought that the Sunday- 
school is and ought to be an essential agency in the 
Ohristianizing of the nations, we ask attention to 
the following testimony. Rev. E. Van Orden, a 
self-supporting missionary in Brazil, corresponding 
with the Foreign Sunday-school Association, says: 
“Mission boards can never do the work of evan- 
gelizing Brazil. It needs carpenters, masons, book- 
binders, and especially teachers who are apt in 
learning and communicating language that Gcd’s 
truth may be made known ;”’ and adds, ‘’The Sun- 
day-dchool is a vital necessity.”” Mrs. 8. 0. Smith, 
of Chili, in a similar correspondence, says: ‘“The 
Sanday-school is perheps the most important branch 
of our labor here.”” In an address delivered in De- 
cember, 1880, Father Gavazzi, an eminent leader 
in the Free Italian Church, said: ‘‘Sanday-schools 
are multiplying in Italy, and the American system 
prevails. All our theological students are Sunday- 
school teachers. Waldensees, Free Italians, and 
ieee nee eaten so that now 
has recommended this institution to 
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testimony after testimony, witness following wit- 
ness, could be given, showing the great power of 
Sanday-schools in bringing men out of darkness into 
the golden light and boundless liberty of Gospel 
life in heathen lands as weil as in the civilized na- 
tions of the world. 

Among the old Romans there prevailed the touch- 
ing custom of holding the face of every new-born 
infant toward the heavens, signifying by thus pre- 
senting its forehead to the stars that it was to look 
above the world into celestial glories. It was a 
vain superstition. But Christianity dispels the 
fable and gives us a clear realization of that pagan 
yearning in the deep solicitude which all its dis- 
ciples cherish for the spiritual welfare of the young. 
The great object of Sanday-schools must be to hold 
the faces of the children toward heaven, so that the 
Sun of righteousness can shine in upon their souls 
and illumine their lives with his light, and warm 
their natures with his love. 


Childhood is most receptive of religious training, 
and the lessons taught to children make the most 
lasting impressions. ‘A child’s mind is wax to re- 
ceive and marble to retain.” It discovers a natural 
affiaity for religious things. It perceives by in- 
tuition religious truths, and that which maturer 
minds hesitate to accept it readily receives. To 
childhood there is nothing more natural or reason- 
able than prayer. Heaven lies all around us in in- 
fancy, and little ones think and talk of heaven and 
angels with a familiarity unknown to older minds. 
It is a suggestive fact that the most eminent Chris- 
tians are examples of early piety. “‘Thou hast known 
the Scriptures from thy youth’’ is the mark of dis- 
tinction given to Timothy. Their spiritual powers 
were not dwarfed by repression or a long indulgence 
in sin, so that all their natural force went to make 
them good Ohristians. Thus Origen and Polycarp, 
of the church’s infant age, and Matthew Henry, 
Dr. Watts, Robert Hall, and others of modern 
times who consecrated their young hearts to God 
and devoted themselves to his service, attained to 
& religious stature only possible to those who give 
themselves to the cause ot purity and goodness in 
early life. 

I wish to speak in this my first contribution from 
the department of the importance of a literature 
that not only explains the lessons and reveals the 
gems of the Christ life, but a literature that also 
keeps constantly before the mind of the scholar the 
liberty and doctrines of the Christian Church. The 
character of our literature will have a decided ef- 
fect upon our schools and upon the individual life 
of their members, giving to them character and 
tone or weakening and disqualifying them. ‘As 
a man thinketh so is he;”’ and often as a child 
readeth so he thinketh. Benjamin Franklin tells 
us that when a boy a little book fell into his hands 
entitled, “‘Essays to Do Good,’’ by Cotton Mather. 
It was tattered and torn, and several leaves were 
missing, but the remainder, said he, “gave me 
such a turn of thinking as to have an influence upon 
my conduct through life, and if I have been a use- 
ful citizen the public owes all the advantage of it 
to that little book.” Jeremy Bentham mentions 
that the current of his thoughts and studies was 
directed for life by a: single phrase that caught his 
eyes at the end of a pamphiet—“‘The greatest good 
to the greatest namber,.’”’ These are single sentences 
in the New Testament that have awakened to 
spiritual life hundreds of dormantsouls. Thestory 
of Robinson Orusoe has sent to sea more sailors 
than the press gang of England, and the life of the 
James brothers has madg numerous bad boys. A 
pamphlet has precipitated a revolution. A para- 
graph often quenches or kindles the celestial spark 
in a human soul, yea, in a countless number of 
souls. 

The Sunday-school literature published by the 
Christians and for the Christians, under the efficient 
éditorship of Rev. J. P. Watson, is of pure tone,

all our schools. I shall hope that during the next 
year every Christian school in America will fall in 
line and help to give their own literature first place 
a8 it s0 well deserves to have.

THIS IS THE FOREIGN MISSION PERIOD. 


I trust the brethren will not allow the fact that 
this is the time of the meeting of the Convention 
to interfere with the success of the foreign mission 
collection, I have some fear that the collection 
may suffer this year because of the distraction of 
attention caused by the meeting of the Quadren- 
pial. Will the brethren that have not yet taken 
the collection give some extra attention to this 
work, that the aggregate may not be a disappoint 
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THE ORDER OF BAPTISM AND THE LORD'S 
SUPPER. 

There ought not to be the shadow of a doubt in 
the mind of the thorough Bible stadent which or- 
dinance precedes in Gospel order, baptism or the 
Lord’s Sapper. Ohrist’s own acts and commands 
during his ministry, his specific commands through 
the Holy Spirit just before his ascension, and at the 
very outset of the new dispensation, clearly and 
plainly demonstrate with ample and c)nviccing 
proof that baptism in every instance took the 
precedence of communion. These two facts are 
worthy of more than a passing notice, and seem 
fall of significance; namely, Christ’s baptism, first 
before entering upon his ministry, and the last act 
of his ministry (in the way of ordinances); namely, 
instituting the Lord’s Supper. Nor are his first 
commands under the new dispensation less con- 
vincing. ‘‘Go ye therefore and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost,’”’ gives baptism 
here in an imperative command the precedence. 

An able brother asserts that ‘‘Christ made no 
referenc3 to communion in this commission.’”’ If 
**teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you’’ does not ir c'ude the Lord’s 
Supper, then it is not a command, and if not a com- 
mand is it not optional with us whether we observe 
it or not? Least of all, under such rendering it 
should not precade an acknowledged positive com- 
mand. Scriptural facts are what we want; theoriz- 
ing will not answer. We should refrain from dog- 
matic conclusions not sustained by clear, scriptural 
facts. What saith the Word? How did the apos- 
tles understand this question? 

These are pertinent questions for us to answer 
who 80 loudly profess to take the Scriptures for our 
rule of faith and practice. Is there a single instance 
in the Acts of the Apostles where the Lord’s Sup- 
per was celebrated by the convert prior to baptism? 
Is there anything there which could be construed 
even into such a supposition? Is there anything 
in their teachings that would lead one to accept 
such a conclusion?, I emphatically answer, No/ 
And I furtherm challenge any one to produce 
scriptural proof for such an assumption, or any 
passage that will, even dy inference, support such a 
theory. It is a well authenticated scriptural truth 
that repentance, faith, and baptism and not the 
Lord’s Supper are the essentials for initiation into 
the Christian Church. 

The Lord’s Supper was instituted for his follow- 
ers; hence, while baptism lies across the door, the 
communion is in the church to be observed there 
in obedience to the Lord’s injauction to his follow- 
ers—‘‘This do in remembrance of me.’’? So Peter 
and the disciples at Pentec»st must have under- 
stood it, or else what interpretation other than this 
can be put on the following passages: ‘Then they 
that gladly received his word were baptized; and 
the same day there were added unto them about 
three thousand souls. And they continued stead- 
fast in the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers.”? Acts 2: 41, 
42, Paul declares that he received the ordinances 
from Christ, and he exhorts the Oorinthian Church, 
which he planted, ‘‘to keep them as they received 
them from him.’’ That daptism was the firat ordi- 
nance observed and occurred before church fellow- 
ship, is inferred from this passage in Acts 18: 8: 
“And many of the Oorinthians hearing believed, 
and were baptized.’’ That the Lord’s Supper fol- 
lowed in order in the church is made clear by read- 


I, Oor. 11: 28-26. 
to the modes of. baptism there are none. 


**Phere is but one Lord, one faith, one baptism.’’ 
Paul declared the Gospel to be “‘the death, burial, 
and resurrection of Christ,’’ and he traced the token 
~ in the ceremony of immersion. ‘As Jesus, cruci- 
fied and dead, was laid in the grave of Joseph of 
Arimathea, so the Christian, crucified to the world 
through the body of Christ, descends as into the 
tomb—into the baptismal waters. He is buried 
beneath them; they close for a moment over him; 
he is ‘planted.’ St, Paul would have said not 
only in the likeness of Christ’s death, but of his 
burial. Bat the immersion is over; the Christian 
is lifted from the flood, and this is evidently as cor- 
respondent to the resurrection of Ohrist as the 
descent had been to his burial. ‘Buried with 
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him,’”’ etc. This quotation is taken from a sermon 
on ““The Likeness of Christ’s Resurrection,’ deliv- 
ered lately in England by that eminent preecher, 
Canon Liddon, of the Church of England, and is 
@ most beautiful illustration of the Pauline token 
of the death, burial, and resurrection of Jesus in 
regular order. Ooming from a pedo-baptist and 
one who, with his charch, acknowledges that im- 
mersion was universal in apostolic times, but ob- 
serves sprinkling as a type of immersion, it has the 
greater weight. 

Let us be consistent in our profession as Bible 
Christians, persevering in the apostolic ways, hold- 
ing firmly to the trath as it isin Jesus, ever ready 
to declare the whole counsel of God, withholding 
no truth for policy’s sake, and the Christian Church 
will grow and thrive, and ‘“‘become strong in the 
Lord and in the power of his might.”’ ‘So mote 
it be!’’

“INDWELLING OF THE HOLY SPIRIT.” 

In the Christian Leader of December 3, 1889, 
there is a synopsis of a discourse preached by J. 
Hopkins, of Davenport, Neb., under the above 
heading. Afier referring to Gal. 4: 6, Rom. 8: 9, 
and Rom. 8: 11, which state exnressly that the 
Holy Spirit dwells in the believer, he goes on to 
say that ‘the Bible also teaches that Christ and 
God also dwe}l in us.’’ In proof of this statement, 
Rom. 8: 10, Rov. 3: 20, and John 14: 23 are brought 
forward. That Mr. Hopkins is a firm believer in 
the doctrine of the “indwelling of the Holy Spirit’’ 
will appear from what follows. ‘Now, it being so 
plain and conclusive from the foregoing quotations 
that God, Christ, and the Holy Spirit dwell in us, 
and, with an open Bible in our hands, no rational 
believer can deny it.”’ But, says Mr. Hopkins, 
‘*How do they dwell in us?’’? We will hear his ex- 
planation. ‘‘It is an evident fact that the loved ones 
that we asscclated and mingled with here in this life 
have died and departed to the other world, but still 
live in our hearts, and will as long as we remain in 
this tabernacle of clay. Nor would we have them 
banished from our heart if we could; but too 
ofttimes when we think of some of their kind words 
or deeds we are lost in thought and our eyes grow 
dim with tears. Why? Because they still live in 
our hearts—with them we “an understand how they 
dwell in our hearts, but with God, Ohrist, and the 
Holy Spirit we can not understand how they dwell 
in us. Why not understand it as well as how our 
friends dwell in our hearts? Because we will not, 
and love mysticism better than we do the plain 
teachings of God’s Word. God’s Word teaches us 
that God, Christ, and the Holy Spirit dwell in us 
by their word, and what they have done for us.’’ 
Then follows the proof. Here it is: ‘‘For the word 
of God is quick and powerful, and sharper than any 
two-edged sword, piercing even to the dividing 
asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart.” Heb. 4: 12 Again, “But 
whosoever keepeth his word, in him verily is the 
love of God perfected. Hereby we know that we 
areinhim.’”’ Theconclusion: ‘*Hence God, Christ, 
and the Holy Spirit are dwelling in you. How? 
By their words.’’ Now just how the passages re- 
ferred to above prove the proposition I can not well 
understand. 

On the day of Pentecost the Word did indeed 


produce the effect specified in the first quotation; 
they were ‘‘pricked in their hearts,’’ but we are of 
the opinion that the Holy Spirit was not then dwell- 
ing in them, or Peter would not have instructed 
them to repent and be baptized as a prerequisite to 
the receiving of the Holy Spirit. Did Mr. Hop- 
kins studiously avoid a reference to Acts 2: 2, 3, 4, 
17,18 and Acta 10: 44, 45? or have these passages 
no bearing on this question? Iam of the opinion 
that it requires a considerable amount of ingenuity 
to harmonize those passeges with the above inter- 
pretation. I see no serious difficulty in believing 
that God and Christ may personally dwell in the 
human body and become to man the great inspira- 
tion of his life. Are they not pure.spirits, and con- 
sequently can not be limited to earthly environ- 
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thou art there,” etc. Again, “And, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 
Matt. 28: 20. 

The true idea we believe to be that God and Christ 
dwell in the human heart by the influence of the 
Holy Spirit. Hence said Jesus to his disciples, 
‘*Nevertheless, I tell youthe truth. Itis expedient 
for you that I goaway; forif I go not away the 
Comforter will not come unto you; but if I depart 
I will send him unto you.’”? That the Comforter 
here referred to was the Holy Spirit, or God’s spirit, 
will appear from the following quotation: ‘‘And I 
will pray the Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with you forever; 
even the spirit of truth, whom the world can not 
receive because it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him; but ye know him, for he dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you.”? Jobn 14: 16, 17. That the 
Holy Spirit here spoken of is God’s spirit may be 
gathered from Joel 2: 28, and its fulfillment as re- 
corded in the Acts of the Apostles 2: 16, 17, 18. 
‘But this is that which was spoken by the prophet 
Joel, and it shall come to pass in the last days, saith 
God, I will pour out of my spirit upon all flesh. 
And on my servants and on my handmaidens, I 
will pour out of my spirit, and they shall proph- 
esy.””? In the fourth verse we are told that they 
“were all filled with the Holy Ghost’ [or Spirit}. 
We are now prepared to glance at Rom. 8: 9, “Bat 
ye are not in the fiesh but in the Spirit, if so be that 
the spirit of God dwell in you.”’? Verse 11. “But 
if the spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the 
dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by 
his spirit that dwelleth in you.’’ Christ also dwells 
in the human soul by his spirit. ‘‘Now if any man 
bave not the spirit of Ohrist he is none of his, and 
if Christ be in you, the body is dead because of sin, 
a the spirit is life because of righteousness.’”? Rom. 


2 is doubtless much truth in what Mr. Hop- 
kins says about our departed loved ones living in 
our hearts, but I scarcely think his exposition will 
be accepted by the masses. The < flice work of the 
Spirit upon and in the human heart is to quicken 
man’s perceptive faculties, thus giving him an ex- 
perience of a higher, purer, and grander conception 
of the divine being. ‘‘The letter killeth but the 
Spirit giveth life,”? This is the reason given for its 
bestowment on the day of Pentecost, that the minds 
of the disciples might be refreshed, and their moral 
natures purified and strengthened for themore suc- 
cessful accomplishment of the work assigned them 
by Christ. They had already been carefully in- 
structed by the Divine Tzacher, but the Holy Spirit 
had not as yet taken up his abode in their hearts, 
hence they must tarry at Jerusalem for their final 
endowment. This great blessing was evidently 
something more than precious thoughts of their ab- 
sent Lord and Master, for ‘they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance,’”’? The 
Holy Spirit had indeed brought back to their re- 
membrance whatsoever Christ had said unto them, 
(John 14: 26) Christ.said to his disciples in view 
of their being brought before governors and kings 
for his sake, ‘‘Take no thought how or what ye 
shall speak: for it shall be given you in that same 
hour what ye shall speak, for it is not ye that speak, 
but the spirit of your Father which speaketh in 
you.” Matt. 10: 19, 20.. The Holy Spirit then 
comes into the human heart, quickening its per- 
ceptive powers and revealing to its possessor ‘“‘the 
deep things of God.” Referring to the office of the 
Spirit, Paul says, ‘‘Bat God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things of God; for what save 
the Spirit knoweth the things of a man which is in 
him, even so the things. of God knoweth no man, 
but the spirit of God. Now we haye received, not 
the spirit of the world, but the Spirit which is of 
God; that we might know the things that are freely 
given to us of God, which things also we speak not 
in the words which man’s wisdom teacheth, but 
which the Holy Ghost teacheth, comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual,’’? Is it not obvious that the 
“things that are freely given to us of God,” .and 
“the spirit of God,’’ by which we are enabled to

MISSION BOARD BY-LAWS. 
The following by-laws adopted by the Mission 
oard July 16, 1889, were indorsed by the Quadren- 
ial at its recent session at Marion, and the board 
instructed to adhere closely to them. Though pub- 
lished a year and a half ago, for the benefit of all 
whom they may concern they are now republished, 
with the suggestion repeated, that it may be well 
for ministers, and conference and church officers, to 
cut out and preserve thése by-laws for future refer- 
ence. Petitions for aid, in order to receive'a hear- 
ing, must come propefly indorsed; and orders for 
money voted should be accompanied with the as- 
surance that the conditions have been complied 
with. 
BY-LAWS. 

1. An annual meeting of the board shall be held 
on the second Wednesday of Jaly, and a semi-an- 
nual meeting on the secon:l] Wednesday in January 
of each year. If, however, in the judgment of the 
Mission Secretary, it may be thought best, instead 
of the semi-annual meeting an executive board 
meeting may be held, consisting of the Mission 
Secretary and the two most contiguous members;

members.

WHITTIER’S NEW POEM. 

One of the notable features in connection with 
the Grand Army Encampment .in Boston was the 
reception by the widow of General John A. Logan 
at the old Hawthorne home at Ooncord. On this 
pleasant occasion was read a patriotic poem by the 
venerable Quaker poet, John G. Whittier, now 
eighty-two years old. Some timeago Mr. Whittier 
announced that his working days were over, but 
his last poem shows that his strong pen does not 
yet falter. The great New England poet’s produc- 
tion is remarkable for a man of his years. It has 
been widely commented upon and universally 
praised. Below it is given entire:

Our thought of thee is glad with hope, 
Dear country of our love and prayers;

And they whose firm endurance gained 
The freedom of the souls of men,

We surrender the work to the one who, we feel, 
is most competent to carry it, and possibly, ail 
things considered, the one who can best carry the 
work. Bro. Bishop has the fullest confidence of 
the people, and his heart is wholly in this great 
work. We wish ail that vast multitude of chil- 
dren, women, and men who have stood so nobly 
by us, to stand by him as bravely and generously. 

Such support as has been given us, through all 
the years, if as freely accorded to him, will make 
of the work one continued success. We can afford 
to give our means, and our hearts with their bene- 
dictions and prayers to the Mission-work as never 
before, for its obligations are great and its results 
are blessed beyond anything we can tell. 

In leave-taking we wish to thank the children, 
who have made, above all other, this department 
of work a power. They came to our help twelve 
years ago, on call, contributing their dimes cheer- 
fully, and they have stood by us nobly as they have 
grown from childhood to man and womanhood. 

We could name a thousand of them and thank 
them each with a hearty love and tender apprecia- 
tion, but this is impossible. By private letters, 
which have gone all over the land and into many 
thousand homes, we have given the assurance of 
grateful appreciation.

credit of the children of the Children’s Mission So- 
ciety, an institution really only of imaginary ex- 
istence. Their giving prompted the old as well as 
the young to give, showing that man and woman- 
hood in their strength and wisdom delight to fol- 
low childhood leadership in its love, simplicity, 
and devotion. The great heart of the Church has 
opened into perpetual benediction on our children, 
while the children have opened their hands in gen- 
erous work and have builded for themselves a liv- 
ing monument not in fifty thousand dollars, but in 
souls redeemed by its blessed use. 

That we are not extravagant in our praise of the 
children and our credit to them, let it be known 
that the Franklinton (North Carolina) School is a 
Mission school in fact, and thus a child of the chil- 
dren. The Rav. George Young, with a spirit of 
sacrifices both admirable and heroic, did volunteer 
to go to North Carolina to build up the Freedman’s 
School, on the pledge of one hundred dollars for 
the year from the Children’s Fund, and his fare 
down and back. In addition, he was guaranteed 
his board by the colored people. 

Out of his work grew three buildings costing 
about six thousand dollars, and a school, both lit- 
erary and theological in its nature, which, with the 
rest, has educated perhap3 thirty different minis- 
ters and hardly less, probably, than a hundred dif- 
ferent teachers. This echool has been a blessing to 
the colored race, for which they daily thank God, 
aud it should, under the present management of 
Prof. Ullery, have our most cordial and generous 
support. é 

The Foreign work also was fanned into existence 
through the Home department of our Mission-work, 
so that when the Convention, four years ago, was 
asked to open gates for us into Asia, we had nearly 
thirteen hundred dollars in hand for the work au- 
thorized. 

The Womau’s Board of Foreign Missions, which 
has accomplished such blessed and effective work 
within the four years past, grew als out of the 
suggestion and recommendation of the Home de- 
partment while, as the latest fruit, the Woman’s 
Home Mission Board rises into a factor of dignity 
and strength, to take its line of action at the front 
of general mission endeavor. 

Here are the fruits of that modest beginning of 
twelve years ago, the first record of which appears 
in a dime and a letter, from the hands of two dear 
children. Truly the child in this instance bec)mes 
the mother of the man, or rather the children be- 
come the parents in Mission-work of our men and 
women. 

But if we were to state results only in money 
raised and in organizad systems, we should fail very 
far short of the full measure of the fruits which 
have come from this humble inauguration. Souls 
have been born into the kingdom as a fruit of this 
work in multiplied thousands, and many, beyond 
question, are to-day rejoicing in glory as the glad 
trophies of this blessed enterprise. 

The first line of workers, as children, reached 
across our continent from east to west and from 
north to south. Those lines, embracing thousands 
of children, have advanced into man and woman- 
hood, as far as the living are concerned, while 
many of the darling workers have laid off the cross 
and put on the crown. Truly blessings must come 
up for this work out of manly and womanly hearts 
to-day, and down from the giory heights also in 
richest numbers. 

The workers in this wide field, more than na- 
tional and almost universal to-day—this field, the 
gates of which were opened by the tiny hands of 
children—are a total force of about thirty-three men 
and women at home and abroad, and the expense of 
the work, as it now bears upon us, is about twenty 
dollars a day. Tais is a small sum and might, with 
proper effort, be easily doubled, for twenty dollars 
& day means only one dollar a year from seven 
thousand three hundred persons. Think of it! 
Seven thousand three hundred members of the 
Christian Courch can carry our Home and Foreign 
work the year through, with the gift of a single 
dollar each. It will not do for us to boast largely 
of such a meager work as this. 

And now, while we lay down the Mission pan as 
secretary and sp3ak our adieu to the workers in the 
field, we shall not lay this burden off from our 
heart. We do not wish to liye on the earth to that 
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day when the Mission cause shall have ceased to be 
a delightfal work of our inmost soul. All that we 
can do for it shall bs done, and we shall hope to 
give not one dollar a year to this great double and 
triple work, but twenty times the sum. 

It shall have our daily prayers, as it has had for 
many years, and we shall wish it and hope for it 
such blessings as its past achievements have only 
faintly foreshadowed. Heaven bless our Mission- 
work and all its workers, and especially that one on 
whom now falls the mantle of the retiring secre- 


tary.
